Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not disclose or suggest "a controller that causes a sensor to detect an edge that is 
guided by said fixed guide, in said scanning direction, of said medium to be printed, and 
that determines said print start position based on a result of detecting said edge of 
another medium to be printed without using a result of detecting the other edge that is 
guided by said movable guide" in combination with the remaining claim elements set 
forth in claim 1 and its dependent claims. 

3. Further, the prior art does not disclose or suggest "a controller that causes a 
sensor to detect an edge that is guided by said fixed guide, in said scanning direction, of 
said medium to be printed; wherein said print start position is determined based on said 
information about said position of said carriage, and at least one of said information 
about the width of said medium to be printed and said information about the blank 
space that is to be formed on said medium to be printed; and wherein said print start 
position is determined without using a result of detecting the other edge that is guided 
by said movable guide" in combination with the remaining claim elements set forth in 
claim 12. 

4. Finally, the prior art does not disclose or suggest detecting an edge in said 
scanning direction guided by said fixed guide of another medium to be printed and 
determining said print start position based on a result of detecting said edge of another

medium to be printed without using a result of detecting the other edge that is guided by 
said movable guide, in combination with the remaining claim elements set forth in 
claims 13 and 14.
